The externall cauſe of the Criſis, is cau- 
ſed by an alteration of the Aire, whence ari- 
ſeth an alteration of the breath a man-draws 
F in, fromcold to heat, from dry to moiſt, ar 
the contraries to them both. 

For Hippocrates himſelf in his fix Aphoriſme, 
three Comment, and in his Treatile De nature \ 
hmens, ſpeaks in down dunſtable language, 
that heat and moiſture in the body,moves for- 
ward the Crilis : for diſeaſes, ſome ſaith hes 
come by ul Dyer, other by the Aire we draw 


in 
So then the Dyes as it breeds ſuch and 
ſuch humours in the body, is internal; bur the 
Aire we draw in, is the externall cauſe of the 
Criiiss 
And now give me leave to leave my Author, 
and yet I will not forger him quite neither, 
TheLordeternall in the beginning when he 
madethe Creation, made it of a compolition 
of contraries z diſcord makes a harmony as

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in Muſicke, if the World bc compoſed of a 
compolition of contraries, various muſt needs 
be the diſpoſition of mans life : Hence comes 
ſometimes health, ſumetimes fickneſſe, ſome- 


times melancholy , ſometimes choler to the Y 
body of man, and happy is that man that 


knows himſelf. 

Theſc qualicies in man being altered by the 
various influences of the Stars, the Sphere of 
the one carrying a ſwifter motion then the 
Sphere of the other, then various muſt needs 
be the diſpolition of mans body. 

TheLuminaries carry the greateſt ſtrength 
in the heavens, and [6 do the time-ſervers in 
theStatezand thisneeds not be doubtful to any 
body, if you conlider that the ſound of a 
Drutn or Trumpet incices a man to valour; 
and the ſound ofa Fiddleto dancing. Belides 
other manifeſt effets of the Luminarics ap- 

care tO our eyes, Who makes hours and 
daycs, and ſeaſons in the year?.is 'it not the 
Sun? who makes altcratiuns in the Aire, in 
Plants, and in living Creatures ? What is the 
reaſon that Oyſters are fuller at the tul moon, 
thcn at the new ? To the number of Oyſters, 
joyne Crabs and Lobſters ; nay the marrow in 
the body of Man; is it not the Moon ? A man 
if he plcaſeth, may ſay his right hand is his 
left, and a prating Prieſt may preach his pe 

ure 
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lure, let Door experience be judge. Now 
then we have brought the marcer eto this pur- 
pote, that the Liniverſall caute of the Crivis is 
the influence of the heavens : for the Celeſti- 

' all bodyes either by heat, light, motion, or 
alpe&, configuration, or all of them, or ſome 
of them, a& not onely in the tour Ele*- 
ments, but Elementary bodyes for it they a& 
in the one, they muſt needs in the other 3 and 
then by contequence in man, /which is bur 
compounded ot Elements. 

The earth is a great Jump of dirt rolled 
up together, and by an onely wiſe God hangs 
in the Aire; the Stars are no more, neither is 
the Moon; onely what mettle the Sun is made 
of Iknow not. 

[f the bodies of men are Elementary,compo- 
ſed of Fire, Aire. Earth and Water ; he muſt 
needs participate in one meaſure or other of 

Wl all theſe Elements. The Elements being con- 
I craries, cannot alwayes agree ; hence comcs 
if the cauic of health, ſometimes of 1tickneſſe, 
ſometimes death ic ſelt; and Ariftotle was 
halte ot my opinion when he wrate theſe 
words; Frcm the Rain and Dew of Heaven.

But you muſtnote in acute diſeaſes, the a- 
ſpe&es or radiations of the Moon, to wit her 
Quartile or Oppoſition, are not taken from 
the Coniunfion of the Moon to the Sun, a 
ehey arein Almanacks or Ephemerides, which 
1s but the Father of an Almanacke, but from 
the place in which the Moon was found at the 
Decumbiture, as ſhall appear by a few exam» 
ples hereafter. 

There are acute and Chronick diſeaſes, 

Of Acute diſeaſes, ſome are fimply acute, 
others are peracute, others are very acute, 
per-per-acute, or exceeding acuts. | 

Thoſe which are fimply acute, are finiſhed 
in S. 10. 11. 14. 20. 21. dayes, and they are 


. called Monthly diſeaſes by ſome, and Pigs? 


by others, and they none of thegreateſt foo 

neitherz they are terminated in the time 
the Moon traceth the 12, Celeftiall ſignes of 
the Zodiack, which is in 27 dayes, ſome odd 
houres, and ſome odd minates.

Thoſe 
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Thoſeacute diſeaſes which ſuffer changes or | 
degenerate, are to be judged of by an imper- 
felt way;as for them ſometimes they increaſe, 
ſometimes they are remitted ; they are as 
fickle as ' a weather Cock, according as the 
Moon meets with the beames either of good 


or evill Planets : and that is not all thertrick 


they have neither. For ſometimes they change 
an of acute diſeaſes into —— 
ſeaſes; and ſo a continued Fever may change 
into a Hecktick Fever; or an intermitting 
Fever into a continued Fever ; and theſe di- 
ſeaſes terminate in forty dayes, very acute 
diſeaſes, ſuch as are concluded in 5. 6,7. 8. 
dayes, among which are the Fevers the 
Greeks call Tegq:#14v,an'e, an inflamation of 
the Lungs. 

In exceeding acute! diſeaſes, they are ſuch 
which end in three or four dayes at furtheſt, 
as Peſtilencies, Apoplexies &c. 

Chronick diſeaſes follow the motion of 
the Sun, and tis about nine dayes before the 
firſt Crifis appears; for in that time the Sun 
comes to the proper Quartile of the place he 
was In at the Decumbiture, as appeares in 
Hecktick Fevers,Dropſſes : but when he comes 
to hi: Sextile, or Trine atpe& of the place ke 
was in.at the Decumbieure, ſome motion 
appeares whereby a man if he have any guts 
C4 in 
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in his braincs, may judge of the Criſis to 
comm. - —:: | 

Ic falls out well, if the Sun be well aſpetted 
by good Planets, and worie if co evill Fla- 
nets ; and this holds true, it you coniider it 
from the Nativicy, throughout all the whole 
courſe of a mans life : tor di.cales are pacti- 
cularly attendants on a mans life, it Dr, Ex. 
perience tell truth, 

Moreover of the Criſcs, ſome are pecte&, 


{ome are imperfeſt, _ 
A perfe& Criſis, is, when the diſcaſe ap: 


peares intirely, and pertetly to be judged 


of; and this is ſometimes hopeful!, ſome- 


times deſperate; hopctull when there is great 


probability ot health and recovery ; deſperats 
when there is palpable ſ;gnes of death. 

An imperfeC& Criiis, 1s, when the diſcaſc is 
changed upon” every light occation; andif 
| Mars be Author of the diſeaſe, and in a 
fign of a double body, upon my life you ſhall 
not faile; for the Critis happens as true as the 
Weather-cock. | 

Your ſafeſt way then to judge of the di- 


ſcaſe, is by the Alpefts of the Monn to the, 
Planets; when the Moon meets with the Ini- 


micall, or hoſtil beames of Saturne, or 
Mars, have a care of your Patient : And it 


you know what hinders, by the ſame reaſon) 
= you 
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you may know what helps. Phyſitians in 
tormer, when they were wite, and minded the 
common good, and not their uwn pain, they 
diltinguiſt;ed the Criiis of diteafes thus ; 

Soine were fate, ſome doubrtull ; ſome fir 
to be judged, and ſome nor ht to be judged. 

That Criiis is fate, which comes withouc 
reat and pernitious: aſpedts. 

It is d..ubrful, ſuſpitious, I had almoſt ſaid 
dangerous, which comes with great perni- 
ctious alpedts. 
 Thediſcaſc is fit to be judged, when [ignes 

of Concoftion come rhe fourth day;and then * 

certainly the Crius will appear the 9th. The 
EMoon moves not upon a cqual motion; there- 

fore you had beſt cruſt co her motion, rather 
then the dayes. : 2 | 

The Sun hath domination in Chronick 
diſeaſes, the Moon in acute ; if you be a 
wiſe man, your judgement ſhall be as ſure as 
the Sun, and that never failes without a mi- 
racle, 

In times of yore, when knowledge was 
ſcant, men went a begging for it ; and they 
Wtbat had gotten knowledge, monopolized it. 
WW few glimpies of Adams happineſſe in Para- 
diſe, which happ'nefſe all the World have 
been reaching after ever lince, 

They £new well cnough the Moon moved - 
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ſo many degrees, in ſo many dayes : an evill 
Angell, I had almoft ſaid the Devill, percci- 
ving there was want of knowledge in the 
World, goes and transformes himſelf into 
an Angel of light, and taught men to count 
the time by dayes : *Tis no great marvail the 
Egyptians ſhould worſhip Garlick and Ony- 
ons for Gods, when we defie Chriſtmas- day, 
though perhaps it may be cloudy. 


What I have ſpoken, 1 have onely ſpoken 


to ſhew that it is the motion of Sun and Moon 
that produccth the Crilis in diſeaſes, and not 
the number of dayes. 

E muft return to the place I intended ; Of 
dayes, ſome are called by theic own name, 
Criticall dayes; other are called Judicial! 
dayes, and they are ſo called, becauſe upon 
them, dame Nature and her Son Dofor Rea- 
fon would make manifeſt what the diſeaſe 
is : and Doftor Experience tels me *cis true 

Another time is called Intercidental,which 
1s a time falls out between the judicial dayes 
and Criticall, Upon theſe Intercidental 
dayes, the diſeaſe is uſually remitted ; if 0, 
then a good Crilis may be expeCted; if not,an 
evill. I ſhall explain theſe terms before I1go 
farther; a man fals fick, there is the firſt Cri- 
fis, let the cauſe of the diſeaſe be what you 
will ; when the Moon comes to the ſame de-

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oree of the next ſigne ſhe was in at the De- | 
cumbiture, there is the judiciall dayes; for 
in that time the diſeaſe ſhews it (elf in its 
colours, with bag and baggage. When the 


Moon comes to her Sextile, it brings rhe In- 


tercidental Day, and fhould mitigate the'di- 
ſeaſe ; if ſhe do not, ſhe is aſx to evil 
Planets : andif ſhe be'afpefedto ill Planets, 


Wl an ill Criſs is to be expetted, and ſo the con- 


trary.; and you fhall never find this faile.

CHAP. II. 


The way vs finde ont the Critical deyer, as alfe the 
Decumbitwwe, both by Ancient and Me- 
dern Writers. 


A Ncient Phyſitians, becauſe they were ig- 

norant of the motion of the Moon, 
thongh nor of her operation, as many of our 
_ ___—_ _ account by number 
of dayes; and in ſo doing, erred egregioufly: 
And although Dw-ate my Author c— m5 
opinions, I hold it not worth time to recite 
mens failings. : But of the cectain term or 
time when the Criticall dayes begin, I ſhall 
qote theſe few words, 0. 
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When any notable diſeaſe comes, if you 


would ditcern whether it tends to Health, 
Death, Mutation, or Continuance, it is ne- 
cefſary that you begin at the firſt punt of time 
of the invaſion of the diſeaſe. This Galen faith 
is very hard, if not impollible to find; 'tis 
taken proconfeſſs,that it may be ealily known, 
when a man takes his bed inhis {tickneſſe ; but 
when the beginning of the tickneſſe is, that's 
the queſtion : For a luſty ftout man beares 
the diſeaſe longer, and is longer betorehe 
takes his bed, then a puny weakly lickly man 
1s : a meer ſuſpition of a {icknetſe, will ſend 
& faint-hearted man to bed; you may per- 

ſwade him he is ſicke, whether hebe or no. 
Norwithftanding this is moſt certain.that in 
moft acute diſcaies, as alſo in many other 
diſeaſes, as the Falling ſickneffe, Palfies, Apo- 
plexies, Plureſies, &c. *tis an cafe thing to 
11nd out the mn or the preci.e time of 

the invaſion of the ditcaſlc. 

The common opinion of ſuch as arelecarn- 
ed in Aſtrology is, and according to their 0- 
inion I affirn), that that moment of time is 
to be taken forthe beginning of the dileaſe, 
in which a man 6nds a maniteſt pain or hurt 
inhis body : for inſtance, when a man hath 
got a Fever, uſually the head akes certain 
dayes before ; this !s not the Fever, but a Mel- 
ſenger 
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ſenger or forerunner of the Fever ; the true 
beginning of che Fever, is when the diſeaie_ 
appears ſenubly, or when a horror or trem- 
bling invades the 1icke, as docs ulually in the 
beginning of a Fever ; that is the beginning 
vf the dilcaſe, when the diſeaſe appeares ma- 
nifeſtto ſence; And this was the judgement 
of Hippocrates, one of thc honeſteſt of Phyſui- 
ans : And you (hall tind this alwaies, that the 
more acute the diſeaſe is, the more manifeſt 
che beginning of it is to {enſe : yea ſo mani- 
teſt, that it is almoſt impoſſhble that che be- 
ginning ſhould lie hid trem any one that 
wants reaſon, if he have but ſenſe.

Sure I am, a Phyſician 
would admire to heare Scammeny given to 
a Creature that had the ſmall Pox coming 
out upon her: To conclude, a very ill Cri- 
ſis is threatned. 

The firft Crifis comes about upan the 18.

He did not onely ſay, but alſo ſwore,that 
ſhe would dye abour the intercidental time, 
though ſuch a thing be ſeldome ſeenc in a

You thall finde it you pleaſe to ſet the 
poftition of Heaven, the Scheme almoſt 
the ſame with that of the Decumbiture, 
The Moon carries the beams of the Ladie 
of the aſcendent to the Quarctile of Saturn.

*"Rationall hopes of her life are the digni- 
ties of Saturn in the aſcendcnt, but etpeci- 
ally the Trine of the Sun and Jupiter 
upon that day. It is che opinion ot the 
learncd in this Art ; that ler the Signihca- 
tors of life or death be ſeated or diipoſcd 
as bauly as they can be; yet if the Sun be 
in Con;junttion or good aipeCt with Jupi- 
ter, the l:ck will live; and cruly to did ite 
almoſt to admiration. 
But ſome will aske, and *ris a queſtion 
worth the anſwering ; that it the Gun and 


Jupiter preſerve lite, as you ſay, when they

cators of Diſeaſes are to be taken under 
theſe two notions. 1. Generall, or more 
principal. 2. Particular or lefle principal; 
The generall or more principall are theſe, 
the Sun, the Moon, and the Aſcendent ; of 
thefe the Sun 1s moſt principally to be lookt 
upon in Chronick diſeaſes, the Moon in 
acute.

5» Under Leo is the heart, the back, and 
the Vertebrz of the breaſt, which are in 
number twelve; The Pericardium; ſome Au- 
thors ſay the Sromack is under Leo, but I 
can ſcaree believe it: Iam perſwaded the 
Appetite is under Leo, and that's the reaſon 
ſuch as have that ſigne aſcending in their 
Geneiis, are ſuch greedy caters. 

You that are Aftrologers, and have the 
Nativity of ſuch perſons in your hands, you 
know my words are truth, 

And it in a Nativity. theprevalency of 
other ſignificators ſhould happen to con- 
tradict it; 

You know the old proverb, one Swal- 
low makes out a ſummer. 
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6, Under Virgo is the Belly and 
Bowels, the Navil and Spleen, the Omen- 
tum, and all thcir Appurtenances &c. 
This is that ſhe 4 and ſhe bids you by 
my pen to be chaſt. 

7. Under the Ballance ſay Authors are 
the Reynes, Loynes, and Kidneyes, between 
which in mv judgement, is as much differ- 
ence, as is between eight pence and two 
groats. Under Libra beſides they ſay, arc 
the Hams, Buttocks, Bladder, and Navel; 
thus Authors. And I quoted it onele to this

Under Scorpio are the Secrets of both 
Sexes z it Isnot very fitting tor me to name 
them ; as alſo the feminall Veiſels ; all 
the veſſels dedicated to the Generation of 
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man, the bladder and fundament ; and 
therefore though artiſts cry our ſo much a- 
gainſt the Scorpion for a talfe, deceitfull, 
treacherous, milchievous, violent, poyſon- 
ſome {ſign 3 Let them look back to the rock 
from whence they are hewen: It may be they 
ſhall ſee the reaſons of ſome of their violent 
ſpecches againſt my ſelf. A word is enough 
to wiſe men. Let them not ſpeake evill of 
what they know not. 

This is 1s moſt certaine, from thoſe parts 
of the body under the dominion of Scorpio 
haveall men and women in generall the in- 
fluence of their propagation; 

And in them take they their greateſtplea- 
ſure; And thus have I ſpoken ſomething 
for 'a Signe which every one ſpeaks againſt.

They all know what 
che bones are but a quarter of themare not 
able to give you a reaſon,why the bones are 
ſe called. Pray take notice of this in going 
about to make \laves of you,they have made 
fools of themſelves. 

12 Laſtly,Piſces claimes the feet and an- 
| cles, toes andall the bones, To write like 
a ſcholler *tis zarſus metatarſus, and the 
bones of the toes, Ir rules alſo the skinne 
of the foot , the fitfh\and veſſels betwixt 
the skin and the bores: OO”, 

For though the fign be the weakeſt in the 
Zodiack, it is unwilling altogether to leave 
you nought but skin and bones. 

Alſo ſome Authors ho]d an opinion 
thar the ſignes carry the ſame fignitication 
in order that the houſes of heaven do ; and 
that Aries ſhould ſignitic life; Taurus eſtate ;

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know the reft. Truly, My owneopinion is, 
many Authors invented whimſies,and when 
they had done, ſet them downe to poſterity 
tor truch; who taking them up without

left poor reaſon to goe mRags. An Author 
ſaid ſo;ergo tis true,right or wrong. 

I takethis to be one of that generation, 
and] prove it thus ; By this account Can- 
cer ſhon]d rule the Fathers ; but experience 
gels us, that an1ll.Planet in Cancer in the 
gene(is threatens evill to the Mother, but in 
Leo to the Father, . Awordis enough to a 
wiſe man.

Alſo there is another ſignification of the +

2 If the Uvula look pale or livid , and 
the upper part not ſwelled, you may make 
 anincthon without danger.
